A GOD. 


Is there a Divine Ruler? No matter now 
whether personal, or not; a Christian’s God, 
or a deist’s, or a pantheist’s.

Yes. We need Him for a great First Cause; 
without him we can not account for what is. 

(1) The present order of things is not eter- 
nal. Grant, for argument's sake, that matter 
is eternal: the present order of things cer- 
tainly is not. Question the infidel’s boasted 
science, Geology. It tells us that the globe 
was once, in all probability, a melton mass, 
No animals could live on it. No plant’s life 
relieved its desolateness. There is life on it 
now, vegetable and animal. This life must have 
begun to be. How, without a Divine Ruler? 
Geology shows a tendency to ruin, in the ani- 
mal kingdom. Many species have become ex- 
tinct. Such a system cannot be self-perpetu- 
ating. Geology says that man is a recent cre- 
ation; that there was a time when our race 
certainly was not.

It is 
not a law of development. Geology declares 
that no one species has ever been merged or 
exalted into another. There are infinite gra- 
dations of liſe, but not the least confasion or 
blending. At every advance we need the cre- 
ative fiat. Suppose, for au instant, that there 
was development. Where was the mighty 
principle, the wonderful power, which could 
rise steadily through countless ages, from the 
way least beginning of life to the crown result, 
man? This power we must find. No theery 
of development gives it. It dwells not in 
chance. Run back along an infinite series, 
aud you still demand it. It belongs to no 
mere law of nature. Law means something 
laid down ; it impliessome one. Weare driven 
back to a great First Cause, a Divine Ruler, 
able to originate all that is. We need it to 
account for the world about us; for all that is 
grand, and all that is inimitable; for the very 
priueiple of life. Can man originate even the 
feeblest style of life? Who or what can do it, 
save a Divine Power? 


This influence of a Divine Power has the 
sanction of the race. The most stupid Afri- 
can bas his fetich-god. ‘The deaf aud dumb, 
eatirely untaught, have been known to shrink, 
alter doing wrong, from some dreaded avenger, 
and to start at the pale moou-beam on the 
floor. It is well nigh impossible not to be- 
lieve ina God. None but a self abused mind 
can be really brought to bow down to the idol 
of atheism. G.

Indian Murders. 

Rev. Tyler Thatcher, of Marysville, recent- 
ly lost a son, who was murdered by the In- 
dians. He thus describes this paioful inci- 
dent, in a private letter from which we are 
permitted to extract: . 

“My dear youngest son, Melaucthon, bas 
gone to the spirit-land. He and a young man 
by the name of Daniel Lyman, were murdered 
by the Indians on the 16th of August last. 
Otis and Melancthon, Daniel Lyman, Geo. W. 
Smith and a young man by the name of Mar- 
tin, were engaged in a hunting expedition on 
the Coast Range. They had been quite suc- 
cessful in killing deer and grizzly bear, and had 
in their camp several thousand pounds of dried 
venison. One or more of the boys always re- 
mained in the camp to take care of it, while 
the others were employed in hunting and selling 
meat. Otis and Martin had gone to Colusi 
with a load of venison. On Thursday the 13th 
ult., Smith left the camp to look up some 
horses which had gone astray, and left Lyman 
and Melancthon in the camp. Smith returned 
on Monday following. The camp had been 
plundered by the Indians. Their blankets, 
clothing and utensils; their arms and ammu- 
nition; venison, amounting perhaps to three 
thousand pounds, and all their provisions were 
gone. The largest and most formidable dog 
was missing, and the other, though still alive, 
was filled with arrows. Poor Lyman, it is be- 
lieved, was murdered while asleep. His body 
was found stripped of its apparel in its place 
of repose, his brains having been dashed out 
with an axe. Melangthon had risen, put on 
his best clothes, and gone out a little way from 
camp, perhaps for devotional exercises. In 

view of all the circumstances, there can be lit- 
tle or no doubt, that they were both killed on 
Lord’s day morning, August 16th. Not far 
distant from. che place is a very large rock, one 
side of which is opposite the camp, and the 
other s.de at right angles with the former, 
kading towards the camp. Melancthon seems 
to have been coming up on the opposite side ; 
and just as he turned the corner received four 


arrows in his breast. He stepped back on the 
opposite side of the rock, retreated backwards 


about twenty feet, fell on his back, extracted 
the arrows from his breast, laid them down by 
his side, and bled to death. It seems strange, 
that the Indians had neither stripped his body 
of its apparel nor mutilated it. They gave 
him a mortal wound and then hastened away 
with their booty. 

“There was a Rancherie of Indians almost 
within a stone’s throw of the camp, consisting 
perhaps, of a hundred souls. They must, all 
of them, have been concerned in the plot, for 
they had taken all and fled out of sight and 
hearing. The boys had treated these Indians 
with a great deal of kindness ; and the Indians 
professed a great deal of friendship for the 
boys. When any of them were ill they would 
come to the boys for medicine, and when in 
trouble for help. Melancthon was very gen. 
erous, and one of the most fearless boys I ever 
knew. With his rifle and revolver, I believe 
he would have put a hundred Indians to flight. 
Aud so would his brother Otis. But the In- 
dians watched their opportanity. Lyman was 
asleep and Melancthon taken by surprise. 

“He was born on the Lord's day; and on 
the Lord’s he resigned his body to the dust and 
his spirit to Him who gave it. Whether he 
was prepared for his sudden exit, I leave with 
God. We do not mourn without some hope 
‘The Lord gave and the Lord taketh away, 
and blessed be the name of the Lord.” 

An Aged Pastor’s Return.

One patriarch, in his-ninety-ninth year, when 
his foremr —— came into the room, spoke 
not a word, but rose up, and tting his trem- 
bling arms about his neck, into tears. 
Did he see in that moment, as by the ing 
of a door, all the way he had walked till that 
hour, and all the companions who had walked 
with him; and did he feel, standing by the 
venerable pastor, two old men, how few there 
were that yet 2 step with him, upon the 
bleak way of life : 

Passing his own former home, my father 
broke out with a swing of his atm, Oh, how 
many thoughts and iationg hang about 
that place! They fill the air Ice swarms of 
bees, and yet I cannot speak ond of them! 

The particular errand which brought us 
thither was a Lecture. A new organ was to 
be 3 All Litchfield boys were * 
ted to help.

But 
not many know that it was a cry of love, the 
utter effort of a heart of love, to save a dear 
friend imperilled, or two friends, rather, close- 
ly related. One of them was rescued. These 
sudden opevings of memory to scenes that in- 
cluded jn them the strangest experiences of 
life,—pictures painted on the past, with strokes 
of thought as sudde) and as revealing, as when 
the lightning at night, o the heavens and 
the earth with its broad sheeting flash, and 
shuts again with obliterating darkness,—can- 
not be drawn or described upon paper. 

The second morning, also, was memorable 
for greetings, and conversations whose roots 
deep in the soil of the past. 
For ourselves, we hovered about as a mere 
shadow among those who had a right to be 
principals in those sacred meetings. We, in 
the body, are too coarse to write the real his- 
tories of men. But if an angel could write all 
that transpires, when an warrior in the 
church-militant comes back to the eariier fields 
of his achievements, aud meets the companions 
of his toils, where tears and prayers, hopes and 
joys, sorrows and deaths, and troubles worse 
than death, were common experiences, it would 
be a history of more matter and depth, than 
all the volumes that are stuffed with empires, 
and buffoon kings, and prela es. 

Last of all, as we departed, it was fit that 
we should stand silently by those stones that 
record mother and wife, sister and son, a lone 
ly group. I could not forbear to think of the 
stream and its contents that have flooded be- 
tween two points of time,the first when, I a 
little babe, my father came hither, bearing the 
wife of his youth to her rest; and the second, 
when leaning on my stronger strength, his 
failing steps came again, and y for the 
last time, to behold the 25 t again waves, 
as it bas yearly waved for forty-six years! 
Between two comings hither, then and 
now, a great army of events hath marched. 

While witnessing such scenes, itis strange 
that one cannot foresee a like experience. 
But men seldom look forward to see old age. 
They look into the future with young eyes. It 
seems very vague and doubtful to me whether. 
I shall ever walk with trembling steps, and 
bedimmed eye, among early scenes, an old man, 
waiting for permission to go home. 

Dr. Livingston, the missionary traveler, at 
the late anniversary of the London Missionary 
Society, mentioned, as an illustration of the 
abiding effects of knowledge, that the black 
people of a certain district of Africa could 
nearly all read and write, their forefathers hav- 
ing been taught these arts Py the Jesuit mis 
sionaries ; and the people held the memory of 
those men in the highest respect, and kecp u 
the churches which they had built; but, wi 
all their worldly wisdom, these Jesuit mission- 
aries had not wit enough to give the people the 
Bible. If they had done 80, as the Protestants 


had done in M Christianity wuld

British India— Letter from Dr. Duff. 

The following letter from the eloquent Dr. 
Duff, of Calcutta, to the Edinburg Witness, 
contains a graphic account of the pres-nt con- 
dition of British India. 

CaLcurra, June 18, 1857. 

From various parts of the country, tidings of 
fresh atrocities continue to reach us. Num- 
bers of the mutineers who escaped, and of the 
disbanded Sepoys, are schuring the country in 
all directions, committing the most fearful rav- 
ages. The gr. at highways are impassable ex- 
cept to British troops, more especially in the 
north-west. The telegraph lines have been 
broken dewn, and the very posts cut to pieces 
in so many places, that all communication by 
the boasted instrument of modern civilization 
is at present at end on this side of India. One 
feels as if amid the very throes of the dissolu- 
tion of an empire. And yet my own confid-nce 
that the Lord will mercifully interpose for our 
deliverance remains unshuken. 

As regards Oalcutta, after the imminent 
danger from which we escaped on Sabbath, 
was known to be over, people's agitated mi- ds 
enjoyed a temporary respite from alarm. On 
Tuesday, however, fresh discoveries pegan to 
be made, which clearly showed that if all went 
to sleep, it would be on the brink of a volcano 
ready for an eruption. The secret assembla- 
ges of the Mohummedans in different parts of 
the city, of en prolonged throughout the whole 
night, and the vast quuntitics of gunpowder 
and of arms of all descriptions, sold to .hem at 
high prices in the bazaars, would alone be 
enough to re-awaken all our anxieties. And 
then, for months back, there has been a con- 
stantly a ting under current of mysterious 
feeling and expectation connected with the 23d 
June, next—the centenary day of the battle of 
Plassey, which first laid the toundation of our 
empire in India. This ce'ebra'ed battle—and 
in its unparalelled consequences the most mo- 
mentous, ney in the annals of time—was 
fought on the 23d June, 1757. And the im- 
pression has long taken strange ion of 
the Indian mind— like Hindu and Mohamme- 
dan—that the “Company’s Raj,” or empire, as 
they call it, was to last exactly one hundred 
= other words, that at the end of a 

uodred years from its commencement on the 
plains of Plassey, it was destined suddenly to 
terminate in a terrible overthrow. And in the 
minds of an ignorant, sup rstitious, fanatical 
people, a strong impression of this sort at last 
assumes the form of absolute, andoubted cer- 
tainty ; and there can be no doubt whatever, 
that a firm belief in the doomed downfall of 
the British power about this time, bas given a 
sharper edge to the murderous dete: mination 
of the Sepoy matineers, while it hel 
count hes all but universality of

An intelligent writer in that city, in 
a letter dated the 14th inst., siys: “The more 
I look on the past, the more 1 wonder at our 
preservation. Had any mistake occurred— 
bad a gun missed fire, or had the villains done 
anything but what they did—we should all 
have been cat off to a man, and the whole cit 
would have fallen into their bands. A 
when we think that all the British were saved 
from a cruel deatb, and the city from destruc- 
tion, by the sudden and opportune arrival of a 
small company of only 180 British soldiers, 
with a commander animated by the epirit and 
evergy of a Clive, the deliverance does seem 
markedly to be the doing of the Lord, and 
-marvelous in our eyes. I know nothing com 

rable to it, except some of the miraculous 

liverances in the O!d Testament 
History. 

If Dethi be a city of Mohammedan mosques, 
and Benares of Hindu temples, Calcutta has 
long been noted as a city of British 
From all this it is easy to infer if the actual 
fall of Delhi, and the all but actual fall of Ben- 
ares, gave such a shoek to the supremacy of 
Briti wer, how much more tremendous a 
shock the actual, or all but actual fall of Cal- 
cutta ew! give to it! That it has already, 


—— more than 
one threatened fall, is now undoubied. Aud 
it is a matter of adoring gratitude, that there 
is now a reasonable hope, through the same 
merciful interposition, of its escaping a still 
more disastrous and consummating fall. It 
has been previously stated that early on Mon 
day morning, the ex-King of Oude and his 
treasonable crew, were arrested and safely 
quartered in Fort William. Since then vari- 
ous parties connected with the Oude family, 
and other influential Mobammedans, have been 
arrested ; and on them have been found several 
important documents, tending to throw light 
on the desperate plans of treason which have 
been seriously projected. Among others has 
been found a map of Calcatta, so sketched out 
as to divide the whole of the town into sections. 
A general rise was plaoned to take place on 
the 23d inst.,—the anniversary of the battle of 
Plassey. The city was to be taken, and the

proved that they had taken an active part in 
the butchery and pillage of the Europeans, 
were to have certain sections ef the town allot- 
ted to them for their own special benefit. 

All this, and much more of a similar sort, 
having been thas timely and provides 
re the authorities have been aroused 
fresh energy, and the adoption of more effective 


to ac- | 
des- 
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precautionary measures. Guns have been 
lanted in some of the more dangerous neigh- 
hoods, as well as small companies of Brit- 
ich troops. At night the streets are bu- 
lated by bodies of armed horsemen. Places of 
rendezvouz have been appointed, in case of a 
s dden outbreak in any quarter. All Eu 
ans who could not obtain arms, bave been lib- 
erally supplied from the Fort Arsenal. In 
fact, we have at this moment all the strange 
conflicting sensations of citizens in a state of 
active siege, with this additional aggravation, 
that while we are surrounded with enemies 
from without, there are tens of thousands of 
them prowling about in the very midst of us. 
The result of all such energetic measures may 
be, that through God's blessing, we shall escape 
the intended extermination. And if so, then 
shall a new song of deliverance be put into our 
lips, the Lord to ify. 
10th, 4 o'clock, P. M.—Two hours hence 
aod our home-ward steamer mail closes; and 
notwithstanding the reported fall of Delhi, it 
will be in all perhaps, the beaviest 
that has ever left India for the British shores. 
It is no Jonger anxiety about the fate of a 
campaign or battle, but about the fate or 
ssible loss of an empire, and that too, one of 
mightiest, and most glorious under the sup. 
This letter I ~ open purposely till now, 
in the hope of having to convey to you au 
tic intel igence of the fall and ture of Del- 
hi.

The Bishop and his Birds. 


Did you ever read the story of the Bishop 
and his birds? Here it is: A worthy bishop 
who died lately at Ratisbon, had for his coat 
of arms two fieldfares, (a small bird so called) 
with the motio Are not two sparrows sold 
for a farthing?” The strange device had of- 
ten excited the attention of his acquaintances, 
and many persons had wished to know its ori- 
gin. It was generally understood that the 
good man had chosen it for himself, and that 
it bore reference to some event in his early life 
One day an intimate friend asked him its meap- 
ing, and the bishop replied by relating the fol- 
lowing story : 

“Fifty or sixty years ago, 2 little boy resid- 
ed at a village near Dillingen, on the banks of 
the Danube. His parents were very poor, and 
almost as soon as the boy could walk, he was 
sent into the woods to pick up some sticks of 
fuel. When he grew older, bis father taught 
him to pick the juniper berries, and carry them 
to a neighbor, a distiller, who wanted them for 
making Hollands. 

“Day by day the poor boy went to his task, 
and on his road he passed the open windows of 
a village school, where he saw the schoolmaster 
teaching a number of boys of about the same 
age as himself. He looked at these boys with 
feelings of envy, so earnestly did he long to be 
among them.

THE POOR DEBTOR.

Whatever indvuscretion Robert Aiken 
= have committed, he was an honest 
whole-hearted young man.

The Bible Argument for Slavery. 

It has surprised many that such large 
numbers of slaveholders should have chan- 
ged, so radically, their ground within the 
last twenty-five years. Previous to this 
time, the system of slavery was generally 
admitted, by southern men, as an unnatu- 
ral, abnormal, undesirable state of things 
to be remedied as soop as circumstances 
would allow. Now, it is very generally 
claimed to be a system justified by sound 
policy and right reason, endorsed by con- 
science, sanctioned by the Bible, and wor- 
thy of a permanent existence and and gen- 
eral approbation. How has this great 
change in public sentiment at the South 
been brought about. Perhaps we can 
throw some light on this subject. We 
will make the effort. 

In the year 1833, the Presbytry of Chi- 
licothe, Ohio, adopted a strong paper, re- 
probating the system of slavery, and set- 
ting forth its intrinsic, inherent, and inex- 
cusable wrongs. A copy was sent to the 
stated clerk of the Synod of Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and South Alabama. At the 
meeting of the Synod, in the fall of 1834, 
at Port Gibson, in the church of which 
Rev. Zebulon Butler, D. D, was then and 
still is the pastor, Rev. James Smiley 
preached the opening sermon, in which be 
argued the rig bteousness of slavery from 
the Bible. The sermon, was strongly con- 
demned by the leading members of the 
Synod; as containing false and unscriptu- 
ral views. Many intelligent men belong- 
ing to the congregation, who were slave- 
holders, joined in expressions of condem- 
nation of the new doctrine. Some went 
so far as to say, that Mr. Smiley ought 
not to bermitted to preach. The same 
sermon was preached afterwards at Oak- 


Dr. Chamberlin, the president of the col- 
lege was the stated supply. Dr. Cham- 
berlin expressed his strong dissent to the 
views advanced, and man in the congre- 
gation, made up chiefly of 8 plant - 
ers, were greatly displeased Mr Daniels, 
owner of several hundred slaves, said to 
Dr. Chamberlin at the door“ We hold 
you responsible for what comes from that 
pulpit—you are placed there to guard it 
—why dou permit sueh sentiments to be 
preached ? We are all anxious enough 
to get plantations and negroes, without 
slandering the Holy Ghost by claiming 
that the Bible justifies slavery.” 

This was the beginning of Bible slavery 
in this country. The year after Mr. Smi- 
ley amplified his sermon into a book, now 
famous as “Smiley on slavery.” When 
his book was first published, his brethren 
of the Mississippi Synod were dissatisfied 
with it, and gave it no countenance. The 
leading bookseller in Natchez refused to 
receive it on sale, and Mr. Smiley excited 
some odium against him by calling him an 
abolitionist. A copy of the book found 
its way to the reading room of a promi- 
nent hotel in New Orleans. Several per- 
sons were discussing its merits. when one 
remarked that “it was singular that a man 
of Mr. Smiley’s good sense and scholarshi 
could not see -that he. was wrong.” A 
shrewd lawyer sitting by, replied that Mr. 
Smiley could not see his error, because he 
had twenty-five thousand dollars lying upon 
each eyelid.” Mr. Smiley, in the early 
part of his ministry, was strongly opposed 
to slavery. At the age of 38 he lost his 
wife By asecond marriage he came into 
possession of slave property. For months 
he was exceedingly disturbed by the pos- 
session of this property. He said to a 
clerical friend, that the matter distressed 
him exceedingly.” At length he mastered 
his scruples, and arrived at the conclusion 
that slavery is a divine institution. To 
Dr. Smiley belongs the honor, or the dis- 
honor, of first endorsing and defending 
American slavery from the Bible. Rev. 
Dr. Fuller, an eminent Baptist clergyman, 


followed—then Dr. W. Winans, of the 
Methodist church—then, and not till then, 
politicians chimed in, and made the welkin 
ring with the “God-ward side” of slavery. 

We think these facts should be preserv- 
ed for future reference, and hence we have 
taken some pains to get them in an accu- 
rate and reliable form. 


Lorp Jerrrey nis Catecnism.—It 
happened one autumn that the late Lord 
Jeffrey, after the rising of the court of 
session, came to spend the long vacation 
in the parish of L—— Soon after his 
arrival, that 2 a certain day he would 
“hold a diet of catechising” in the district 
which included the dwelling of the eminent 
judge.

tion with the heod of the family. Will 

ou tell me, then, ‘What is effectual call- 
ing!“ Never was an Edinburgh Re- 
viewer more thoroughly nonplussed. After 
& pause, during which the servants looked 
on in horror at the thought that a judge 
should not know his catechism, his lord- 
ship recovered speech, and answered the 
question in terms which completelo dumb- 
founded the ministe—“Why, Mr. Smith, 
a man may be said to discharge the duties 
of his calling effectually, when he performs 
them with ability and success.“ Frager's 
Magazine.
